They know 
that wages depend upon the supply and 
demand, and not upon the tartl. Ttiey 
compare the wages in thia country with 
the wages in England, but they studiously 
avoid any mention of the wages paid in 
France, Germanv, Austria and Mexico. 

Saya the New York Timea on thia sub- 
Jeot: ''It high tariff makea high wages 
in this country it ou^ht to do the same in 
other oountriea. Mexico baa a higher tariff 
than ttileoonntry haa. Therefore, accord- 
ing to our thimb!e-rii; lo^icirtiiB, wauert 
should be higher in Mexico than here. But 
the fact ia that wagea are not half aa high 
in Mexico as here. Germany has a tariff 
for protection and England haa not. 
Therriore, acoording to theae logioianay 
wages should be hij^her in Germany than 
m England. But what is tlie fact? Let 
us learn from a high-tariff authority. 
The commissioner of lab^r statistics for 
the State of Maine, which is the iState of 
Biaine, is a zealous defender of the 47-per-' 
cent, war tariff. In bis last report this 
official gives the following tabulated state- 
ment of wages in certain tradea In 
England apd Germany :

It is a fact that there ia more deatitn- 
tiou and suffering among our cotton mill 
handa than among any other olaaa of our 
citiaena. 

They labor fn»m d;iyliiibt till dark- 
eleven and a half houra a day— and are 
barely able to keep body and eonl to- 
gether. 

The miserable wages they receive are 
barely anffloient te aoatain life, and all 

thia in a **protecied" industrj. 

There is one family employed in this 
mill oonalating of a man, hie wife and 
tliree cbildreti. We are in^>rmed the 
total waues of these live people amount 
to only about $10 a week and $2 of this 
is retained by the owners of the mill as 
rent for the little bonse in which the 
family live. This is only one case. 
Most of these children never aee ioaide 
of a achool room. They are worked fiom 
daylight till dark in this mill, and allow- 
ed to grow np in ignorance. 

And all thia in a hlahly " protected " 
industry.
